T h e appro priatio n is needed in o rder 
to make th e institutio n wh at its name 
sh o ws it was intended to be—-an in* 
dustrial h o me fo r th e blind—and to 
prev ent it fro m bffio g placed under th e 
co ntro l o f th e state bo ard o f ch arities, 
a measure to wh ich Uie inmates o f th e 
institutio n stro ngly o bject. 
Th e establish ment o f th e Illino is In­ 
dustrial Ho me fo r th e Blind 
was pro­ 
v ided fo r by au act passed by the 
Illino is Legislature in 18 9 9 , 
by which 
act the sum of $100,000 was appropri­ 
ated for th e purch ase of a site for the 
h o me and for factory gro unds, and for 
the erection thereon of the home build­ 
ing and an industrial plant. 
These 
buildings were finished the following 
y ear. 
Bo th are 
go o d, substantial 
structures, the home 
h av ing accom­ 
mo datio ns 
for 150 inmates. 
The insti­ 
tution has its own electric plant. 
The 
superintendent of the home is J oseph 
Sehabeck. and its gov erning body c<m* 
sist.s of a board of fiv e trustees, the 
men now serv ing being William Bark­ 
ley , president; J aeob Hopkins, 
secre­ 
tary : William Ludig, L. L. Smith, and 
Frank Peabody . 
The main building of the home fac< s 
on Southwest boulev ard, its grounds 
ex tending to Nineteenth street on the 
north. 
The building is 250x 150 feet, 
and is four stories high. 
The building 
erected for the factory and with the 
necessary plant for the manufacture of 
brooms cov ers an area of 200x 7 5 feet 
and is four stories in 
height. 
The 
grounds are sufficiently spacious 
to 
make v ery pleasant surroundings ifor 
the institution. 
In response to questions regarding 
the restoration of the originally in­ 
tended character of the home as an in­ 
dustrial institution, and the feeling of 
the inmates of the home on that point, 
Superintendent Schabock said y ester­ 
day : 
The broom factory has been run­ 
ning up to J uly last, when it had to be 
closed on account of an insufficiency of 
funds. 
The appropriation made by 
the state legislature in 18 9 0 was for 
only $8 ,000 a y ear for the suppo rt of 
the whole home, which is a free insti­ 
tution. 
Deducting from this 
sum 
the 
amo unt necessary to defray the ex ­ 
penses of the 
h o me proper leav es a 
balance which is utterly inadequate to 
carry o n effectiv ely 
and pro fitably any 
industrial department. 
During th e 
prev alence o f th e fo rmer lo w prices o f 
bro o m co rn, it was po ssible to run th e 
bro o m facto ry , but wh en th e price o f 
bro o m co rn suddenly ran up fro m $5 0 
and $00 
to $100 per to n, it w’as a rise 
th at added ano th er difficulty to th e 
running o f th e facto ry to th e difficulty 
th a t came fro m an inadequate appro 
priatio n by th e state legislature. 
But 
aside fro m th e questio n o f any pro fit 
th at migh t arise fro m th e carry ing o n 
o f such an industrial departm ent in 
co nnectio n with th e h o me, th ere is an­ 
o th er questio n uJ 
incalculably 
far 
greater impo rtance in a h umanitarian 
po int o f v iew, and th a t is o f h umanity 
to th e inmates th emselv es. 
As it i»« 
being blind, th ey h av e no way in 
wh ich th ey can pass th eir time, and 
are actually , 
many o f 
th em, being 
driv en into a state bo rdering clo se o n 
insanity by th e terrible ennui o f th eir 
liv e» . 
T h eir day s are spent in 
sitting 
and gro ping abo ut th e ro o ms. 
Wo rk 
wo uld be a blessed relief to th em. 
It 
wouiu be much mo re th an a 
reli« f, fo r 
it wo uld ex tend th eir present v ery lim 
ited field o f enjo y ment. 
“ Cnder present co nditio ns, th e funds 
o f th e h o me are 
not sufficient to per­ 
mit the employ ment of guides to attend 
the inmates in taking walk» or journ­ 
ey s to their relativ es o r friends in dif­ 
ferent part» of the city . Giv e th em 
employ ment and y o u would giv e th em 
the means to do this. 
As it is no w, th e 
appropriation is so small that 
th e in­ 
stitution ha- not ev en a 
ph y sician* 
Speaking for the inmates 
th emselv es, 
I will say that they are all bo th will­ 
ing and anx io us to wo rk.’'-
